"It is simply creating professional- 
ism, and encouraging tournaments to 
get star players with the object of at- 
tracting crowds and making. money out 
oe the game,” said one of the council- 
ors. : .

perfect knock-out. ; ; 

He had~ done enough to be slightly 
in front when the thirteenth . round 
started, but Crowley. had stood up so

Boon was trying all the time to land 
a ° devastating hook, and Crowley, 
coming in with head down, gave him 
a perfect. opportunity.
